Academy Building Completed. 

The Academy building is prac¬ 
tically completed and school open¬ 
ed there again yesterday morning. 
Much credit is due those who have 
had charge of the repairs for their 
painstaking efforts and the pride 
that they have had in making the 
necessary improvements and thus 
providing a school building of 
which the school and community 
may well feel proud. 

The building has been complete¬ 
ly renpvated from basement to 
attic. Steel ceiling has been put

Another partition has been 
moved on the second floor to give 
more space in the recitation room. 
The gymnasium has had'a new 
floor, as has also the other rooms, 
and the walls have also been 
sheathed up. The building has 
been painted throughout, the seats 
. have been newly varnisned and 
many improvements necessary to 
put the entire building in first 
class condition have been made.

It is with almoat incomprehen- 
slve realization, that your secre¬ 
tary finds herself, face to face with 
the duty of preparing” “an annual 
report in writing” which the Con¬ 
stitution of the association de¬ 
mands ; nevertheless, “time waits 
for no man,” and the new year is 
with us. 

In reading the accounts and re¬ 
ports of the work of women’s clubs, 
literary societies, and library com¬ 
missions, from time to time, and 
learning of the interest that 
is being established everywhere 
in public libraries, and knowing 
that this work all indicates a most 
gratifying sign for the future, it 
seems but natural that this asso¬ 
ciation should come together an¬ 
nually and discuss, if it will, the 
means and needs of giving to the 
community a still wider range to" 
gratify its mental desires. 

One question has become a set 
tied fact, and no one will dispute 
it, that the selection of books, for 
a library is no longer an experi¬ 
ment; to know public taste and 
know how to adjust wholesome, 
helpful books to meet public favor, 
is a problem more serious than we 
always like to own- W r e know 
that through the medium of books 
lies the sole chance for an educa¬ 
tional future of a large percent of 
our citizens, and that one of the 
best antidotes against evil hap¬ 
penings is the power of the press, 
therefore as far as possible all 
barmful tendencies must be count¬ 
eracted. Every step forward 
must be measured by the rule of 
wisdom before taken, for although 
war is the most tragic, it is not 
the only evil that?assails human- 
; ity. 

Year by year the executive 
board have been feeling their way 
carefully, with a view to making 
our library a useful instrument of 
progress and a strong influence 
for good in the community. 

The past year has been wonder¬ 
fully successful, and demonstrates 
beyond doubt, the power of har¬ 
mony, and this united action on 
the part of patrons, in extending 
their mutual good will and sincere 
co-operation, is both an incentive 
and an encouragement. 

Study club£ grow and multiply 
and since this usefulness and sur¬ 
vival depends upon access to 
books and libraries, a determined 
and united effort is necessary. 

The Librarian renews her re¬ 
port of last year of the growing 
I tendency toward the better class 
of books. Literary fads like all 
other “fads” go with the season. 
During the year there have been 
3,320 volumes circulated, 185 more

Children’s Letters. 

Frances E. Willard. 

Frances was the fourth of five 
children and was born in Church- 
ville, near Rochester, New York, 
Sept. 28th, 1837. Her father, Jo- 
siah Willard, was a descendant of 
Major Simon Willard, of Kent, 
Eng., who settled in Concord, 
Mass., less than fifteen years af¬ 
ter the landing of the Pilgrims at 
Plymouth. 

From Churchville the family 
moved to Oberlin, O., where , they 
remained five years but on account 
of Mr. Willard’s' ill health they 
moved to Wisconsin, which was 
then a territory. They settled on 
a beautiful farm, on the banks of a 
river, part prairie and part forest 
and which . they named “Forest 
Home.” Here Frances lived until 
she was seventeen years: old, 
spending most of her time out of 
doors and sharing the games i and 
sports of her brothers and sisters. 

Her father and mother .were ed¬ 
ucated people and were her first 
teachers, but after a while, a, gov¬ 
erness was engaged for all ol the 
children. 

At the age of seventeen, Frances 
and her sister Mary were sent from 
home to Milwaukee Female Col¬ 
lege. In the spring of the next 
year they were transferred to the 
Northwestern Female College in 
Evanston, Ill., and here, in the fall 
their parents moved that they 
might educate and at the same 
time be with their children. 

The next year, Frances graduat¬ 
ed with the valedictory honor. 
After graduating she began to 
teach and was very successful. 
She first taught a district school, 
next a public school, then in Kan¬ 
kakee Academy, Northwestern Fe¬ 
male College and afterward she 
was principal of the Genesee Wes¬ 
leyan Seminary in New York. 
The following two years were 
spent in foreign travel. 

While teaching she became very 
much interested in the work qf the 
temperance society in Ohio., In 
the summer of 1894, a letter came 
to her from Mrs. Louise S. Rounds 
of Chicago, who was an* earnest 
worker in the temperance society. 
Mrs. Rounds wrote that, she 
thought Miss Willard ought to he 
president of the society. “We are 
a little band,” she wrote, “without 
money or experience but with 
strong faith. If you will come 
there will be no doubt of your elec¬ 
tion.” 

At this time Miss Willard had 

many attractive offers to re-enter 

her profession but she refused all 
-<inu Yen, Tor rne vvesir amr "wrenra a 

week was made president. of the 

Chicago W. C. T. U. For months 

she carried on her work of saving 

men from the curse of drink. 

Every dollar that she earned by 

contributing to magazines, except 

that spent for the necessities of 

life, went towards this work. 

In January, 1877, she was iavited 
.by Dwight L. Moody to conduct a 
series of women’s meetings in con¬ 
nection with his work in Boston. 
So great was her success that she 
at last consented to address Mr. 
Moody’s large audience of seven 
thousand people. 

On the death of her brother in 
1879, she succeeded him as editor 
of the Chicago Evening Post. 

Besides contributions to maga¬ 
zines and papers she has written 
and published “Nineteen Beauti¬ 
ful Years,” “Woman and Temper¬ 
ance,” “How to Win’’ and “Wom¬ 
an In the Pulpit.” She died Feb. 
17fch, 1898, afc the age of 57 years.

Dear Editor: 

I saw in your last paper an item 
wishing the girls and boys to write 
a sketch about Frances E. Willard. 
I will try and do my best to write 
a little. 

To a most remarkable degree 
Frances E. Willard was possessed 
of a winsome personality. She be¬ 
lieved what she believed with all 
the power of her great soul,, but 
she was tolerant with all who dif¬ 
fered. 

As a child, she was precocious 
In mind, but not strong in body. 
She was always fond of the open 
air and roving over fields, for this 
life so rich and broad opened in 
the country and her early years 
were spent upon a farm. Early in 
life she was taught to respect the 
right of every ■ living fchiug fco life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happi¬ 
ness. Early in life she was also 
taught it was easier to keep well 
than to get well. When she was a 
child she arranged a seat in a fall 
oak tree with a box fastened to a 
branch in which she kept writing 
and drawing materials. She 
wished to be alone here, and to let 
people know it, she nailed a board 
to a tree on which was printed, 
“The Eagle’s Nest; Beware ?” 

She graduated afc Northwestern 
Female college and was a,teacher 
for sixteen years, and afterward 
was the leader of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union. 
Anna Gordon and Lady Henry 
Somerset were her two most tender 
friends.

The Most Crowded Spot ui Earth. 

The most crowded spoton the earth’s 
surface is that portion of the city of 
Valetta, Island of Malta, known as the 
“Manderaggio.” In the whole of 
Valetta the proportion is 75,000 human 
beings to the square mile, but in the 
Manderaggio there is one locality in 
which there are 2,574 persons living on 
a plot of ground less than two acres 
and a half in extent. This would give 
no less than 636,000 persons to the 
square mile, or 1,017.6 to the acre. In 
Liverpool, the most crowded city in 
Britain, the most densely populated 
portions have only 116.4 to the acre.-
